They Are Generally Buried W ith Their 


"Keeper*"— Tattooing Apparatus and 
Materials Used— Also Circlet of H u ­ 
man Scalps Among the Contents of 
Bundlts. 


Officials of the bureau of American 
ethnology of the Smithsonian institu­ 
tion nt Washington are highly pleased 
over an addition which they have jttsr 
made to their collection and which 
they regard as one of their choicest 
treasures. 
This acquisition comprises 
four sacred bundles or packs of the 
Osage Indians, 
very 
few of which 
have ever been obtained by scientists, 
as they are generally buried with their 
"keepers.” 
These sacred bundles are just as 
precious from a religious standpoint 
to-the Indian as they are from a sci­ 
entific standpoint to the ethnologist 
and tire extremely hard to obtain. 
They represent the holiest fetish of it 
tribe, and so zealously are they guard­ 
ed from any profanation that they are 
put In the charge of a special priest 
or medicine man, who keeps them 
carefully hidden. 
A t certain periods 
they 
are 
opened 
and 
the contents 
worshiped amhl the most elaborate 
ceremonies, but even at these times 
only the chosen men of the tribe are 
allowed to see tb«* strangely assorted 
articles that are kept In the bundles. 


How They W ere Secured. 


The bundles were secured for the 
National 
museum 
by 
Francis 
La 
Fleshe. an educated Omaha 
Indian. | WASHED ail(l OILED for 
who Is in the employ of the bureau of 
Am erican ethnology. 
W h ile at work 
in Oklahoma he learned of the ex­ 
istence of such bundles nn*l Immedi­ 
ately opened negotiations w ith tlit* In­ 
dian to whose care they had been in­ 
trusted. 
A fter exercising considerable 
diplomacy ho succeeded in persuading 
the Indian to part with them and 
took them to Washington and turned 
them over to the bureau of ethnology. 
One of these was opened with much 
care by Dr. W a lte r Hough, one of the 
curators of the National museum. 
I>r. 
Hough found the outside wrapping or 
sin k to be made of a rare Indian fab­ 
ric woven of the silky brow bail* of tin* 
buffalo. 
This was bound w ith a buck­ 
skin 
band 
decorated 
with 
human 
scalps and the log of an eagle. 
Inside 
this was a buckskin bag, and inside 
that a haversack made of a material 
resembling Chinese matting.

In this haversack were a pipe dec­ 
orated with scalps, a tobacco bag, a 
braided cord made of woolen fabric 
and 
a 
bundle 
of 
buffalo 
bladders 
bound with a thong ornamented with 
scalps, and one other bundle, which 
was the most important of all, for it 
represented the "holy of holies.” This 
bundle was a buckskin case, to which 
was bound u buckskin object resem­ 
bling a head band. 
Inside this bundle 
was found the most sacred object of 
the pack 
the body of a hawk, which 
had been mummified and then painted 
a brilliant vermilion and green. 
A t­ 
tached to the tail was ti circlet of hu­ 
man scalps. 
Tin* body was suspended 
by a braided band made of woolen 
fabrics which evidently had been <*b- 
talned by the tiibe through trade with 
other Indians. 
One of the three other bundles was 
found to contain tin* tattooing appara­ 
tus and materials used by the Osage 
Indians, ail of which are regarded as 
sacred, as the tattooing is ti religions 
ceremony. 
The other two packs were 
sim ilar to the on«* described, but the 
articles each contained were different.
